On the other hand, if the 
President cah establish a good under- 
standing with the Senate, he has the 
constitutional right to dissolve the 
Chamber of Deputies.

San Francisco, Dec. 2.—f{Special.) 
Edward II. Carpenter, local shipping mas- 
ter of the Vessel-Owners’ Association, spent 
the greater part of today in endeavoring to 
secure sailors to go to Humboldt Bay by the 
steamship Hamboldt, which departs tomor- 
row. He thinks that, even if the demands 
of the Sailors’ Union be met, the ship owner 
has no guaranty that he will not be desert- 
ed or lett in the lurch when the men are 
most wanted. He said that, if the question 
were one of wages alone, there would be no 
difficulty. For good men thereis no hesi- 
tation in paying whatever wages should be 
established, but it is the entire eontrol of 
vessels that the Sailors’ Union demands, 
and this the vessel owners will not concede, 
and will let their ships remain idle before 
so doing. The Sailors’ Union by no means 
compri en a majority of the sailors of 
the coast. Non- union sailors reject the as- 
sumptions of the union, and will not be dic- 
tated to by it. 

The prospects are that the difficulty will 
first begin by resistance of non-union 
men, who are prepared to fight. In fact, 
there is every probability of bloodshed be- 
tween these two factions at no distant day. 
The control of the union is in the hands of 
men who seem determined to keep the whoie 
business in a ferment. A higher rate of
